Commerce '3ï^ Debating Society got 
well under way. yesterday, when 
Ernest Crown upheld tho affirmative 
of tho proposition, "Kesolved that , the 
House of Lords shall be Abolished" 
against J. ^^ha!lcross. Tlip meeting 
took jilacc in Itoom Tc of the Arts 
Building and was attended mostly by 
members of the class of Commerce 

CJrown, the first speaker undertook 
to illustrate conditions as tiiey now 
exlst In tho House o£ Lords. "Con- 
ditions in the House of Lords," ;i>e 

stated "evidence the fact that it 
should be abolished, for we find that 
it is composed of a group of 740 men, 
ao percent of whom liuvo inherited 
their tillc-s and their rights to sit in 
this House." 

The speaker continued by showing 
that the attendance in tho House is 
generally composed of no more than 
one-third of the actual meinbcriiliii 
which is rarely interested in demo- 
cratic reform. He cited e.xample.s 
where members had not attended 
meetings for long periods of time. 
Unfitted. For Progress 

The House of Lords docs not fit 
the present party system, for while 
other institutions in Kngland pro 
gresE, it stands still, was the opinion 
of the speaker. He ended by (piol 
ing the following (flutt-nji iit by An;; 
ustinc Birrcll: "The Hou.-;e of Lords 
represents nobody but Itself and It 
enjoys the full confidence of Itij'con- 
stltuents."

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Brave Choruses 

CHARLES Lounsbury was a fool. He lived 
in a Chicago institution for the greater 
part of his life and died at an advanced age 
leaving a \-cry remarkable will. Written 
though it was on odd scraps of paper, dirty, 
torn and crushed, its nature was'such as to 
move certain lawyers of Ihc town to pro- 
bate the document and make it legal; and 
althouglK Lounsbury Avas penniless as well 
as insane, the full catalogue of his bequests 
ran to more than a thousand words. 

To children he gave play and an in- 
quisitiveness leading to knowledge. .To old 
age his bequest was .happy memories of 
by-gone days and a serene conscience. To 
men at large, "to be kept in trust by all for- 
ever," — ^he left happiness and health and 
the pursuit of things worth-while. 

But we are concerned more nearly with 
his generous parting gift to youth. The 
donation has been legally sanctioned and 
we have only to claim our O'wn property. 
. ^'To youth," runs the will, "I leave love and 
full moons and sweet songs and brave 
choruses." . _ : . .. 

Most of Mas,^" perhaps, have taken ad- 
vantage of the first part of Charles Louns- 
bury's benefaction ; and no doubt there are 
many who Rnow the beauty of a full moon. 
But where is the rest of our portion? 
Where are our -'sweet songs and brave 
choruses?" Lacking; sadlj', sadly, lacking. 
Jl : There was once a time when college 
men could meet in a class-mate's room and 
spend an hour or two in genial uproar while 
rmming spontaneously through old favor- 
ites like "Adoline," "John Brown," "The 
TaJ^ern in the Town," "Soldiers' Chorus," 
arid "Drinking." Today conduct such as 
this would move the neighbours to wag 
their heads and comment scathingly on the 
"drunken bums" next door. 

- The merits of community singing are 
obvious and a country-wide movement is 
jiow on foot to bring the "brave chorus" 
back to the place which it should rightly 
hold in public estim^ation. We ha\ e on the 
campus the newly foi-med Glee and Instru- 
mental Club which has as its raison d'etre 
-the popularizing of singing among under- 
iraduate.s. It is just about to begin its task 
ppf xepatriatizing the popular chorus. We 
expect much from this organization. It 
should bring us our share of Chai'les 
Jjounsbury's bequest of "sweet songs and 
brave choruses." 



Begin At Home 

PROBABLY most of fhe newcomers to 
McGill have already settled down to 
routine, and have chosen activities in which 
they will interest themselves during the 
session. They know the university to the 
.qxtent that they know the groups of people 
, -.^yith whom they care to associate during 
I' ffche courHe of .their studies. One thing, how- 
eyei", there is, about which they know vei'y

REALISM WITH 
A GOLDEN HALO

Of course, Miss 
Sperry ntlght have been an oxtroiiiel.y prccocloim 
youngster. Still — it is a trifle hnril to Hwallow. 
However, wh.itever the 'source of I>er infoniuitloit, 
the depiction of Swedish life 1» convlncinBly vlviil 
jiist as the porlrnyal ot American Ufa Is mcrcllossly 
re;>l. 

The story of the book is a simple one, cer- 
tainly not nil original one. A' Swedish eld, ot ti 
ratliDi^LrDmantic and dreamy nature, iicnrs tabulons 
talcs of the Land ol liberty, goes there,' Is dlsil- 
hisionod, nnd returns liome where slie finds tlie 
peace she li.Td souglu in distant lnnd.s. lier ad- 
ventures In >Cc\v Yorl; are also tho stock e.\pori- 
cncos of the homeless girl battling against Gconomic 
pressure. She Is a servant girl, nnd w.iltrcss, nnd 
encounters all the cruelty, inhumanity and ob- 
scenity which accompany these professions. She 
falls in love witli a ni,Trried man, gives birlli to a 
child, and is confined with all tho concomitant 
complications. 

'Vet the suggested- slight is probably unfair. 
For the source of human experience is, contrary 
to Hotorion platitudes, quite limited, and tho in- 
dividual reactions are disturbingly similar. 'It Is 
only Dickens, Huxley and Cabell, dealing as they 
do with inhuman, subhuman or superhuman mon- 
sters, who can invest their characters with all those 
psychic wbi.-usicali\ies and eccentricities which 
render tlicir words so diabolically interesting. But 
in a story of realistic life one must Inevitably find 
echoes of personal encounters, and shadows of 
familiar acquaintances, and when the stylo oC tlie 
book is attractive, the portrayal convincing and the 
plot probable, then wo can lioncstly call it a 
lit«rarj- achievement. 

In "The Golden Wind," Jllss Sperry sliowed 
that she had a sensitive appreciation of the value 
of words and of the cadence of prose. This second 
book confirms her ability to write beautifully and 
pleadingly. A few quotations will illustrate: 

"Tho clock in the solitary house on the moun- 
tain slope was a sick heart." 

"1 shall go further than the furtliest mountain. 
I shall go further than the greatest troll ever car- 
ried a man, I ehail^go to America." (This a child 
6peal:s.) 

"She went on and came to a brook. Silvery, it 
seemed to Solvag, as If within it little bells were 
ringing." 

There is no section of tiie book v/hich is over- 
done, no scene which becomes theatrical. Through- 
out all there is the reticence of sincerity,- and the 
reserve of honesty. Ye«, there is .'t certain pre- 
vailing saccharine swcttnes.--, a laciynioso .-ioleiiin- 
i;y which emanates fiorn llie book as a v/Iiole and 
not from any one pai't. This is ujidouljtedly the 
result of an inherent chastity in the author's con- 
ception. Miss Sperry seems to lack almost en- 
tirely the sense of repulsion. She possesses a 
limitless sympathy and nothing, no jnatter how 
ugly or sordid, seems to awaken within liei- a sons/o 
of disgust. The result is tlial obscenity is viewed 
tlu-ough a screen of purple, and cruelty llirough a 
mist of greyness. Nothing is red, nothiny is black. 
There is perhaps too feminine a touch. 



Murder or Suicide? 



"RYNOX" by PHILIP MACDONALD. Longmans, 
Green & Co., London and Toronto.

One hardly fuels justified, ufter being pleas- 
ingly tulojlaiucd for (icvoral houia, in condemning 
the hook concerned tor its lack of literary merit, 
This time though, .we feel u little less compunction 
than usual, for the author uses, what we consider, 
unfair means to hold our attention. 

In general the interest in a niystcry ulwy Jixgii 
when tho reader is sure that ho has solved Itio 
myalejy, and can say wJiicli one of the ciiaracters 
is the crhulnal. Tliat Is why IL is less advisaljlu 
when reading detective fiction than any otlicr type 
erf lltoratyro to turn tg tho hack pages to discover 
the final situation while sUlI ongrossed in tho 
middle of tho story. Jfowever, to nul buck to the 
way ;vir. MacJJonald aroused o6r Ire; about the 
middle of the story, wo had fixed our suspicions on 
Basil Woolrluh, the secretary and later Junior 
partner of the firm of "Rynox." X. IJenedlk, the 
senior partner is ai)parcntly shot by a man who 
lias been seen occasionally in London, and over 
many weelt-ciids lu a. small country village, who 
goes by tlie name of iioswoli Marsh, Jio disappears 
from the face of tlie uurl.ii us soon as the murd^ 
,is^ coiiimilted. Woulrlch's chief failing is a tend- 
ency fp aisttppo^ir froin Uio office fpv rather long 
yisitu to ÎÉ^^Èl^'^^' woiild hardly bp hlamclii 
for ussumlîng^JMÇi 'Woojrlch, by means of a littlo 
disguise, hcconioH Jioswoll Marsli and slioolu I''. X.
